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Strategies  will  cut  habitat  loss  in 
Oldman  River  Dam  development 


A  report  from  consultants  released 
last  month  recommends  the  primary 
strategies  to  be  used  in  upstream 
reaches  to  mitigate  loss  of  fisheries 
habitat  in  construction  and  operation 
of  the  Oldman  River  Dam. 

The  report  recommends  that  miti- 
gation work  be  concentrated  in  the  up- 
per basin  areas  of  the  Crowsnest  River 
which  offer  the  best  potential  for  sig- 
nificant habitat  improvement.  It  also 
calls  for  habitat  enhancement  meas- 
ures both  upstream  and  downstream 
of  the  reservoir  and  on  all  three  of  the 
affected  rivers  above  the  full  supply 
level  of  the  reservoir.  Mitigation  work 
should  be  implemented  in  a  phased 
approach,  it  says,  to  ensure  thai  the 
most  efficient  and  effective  methods 
are  used. 

The  report  was  prepared  by  Do- 
minion Ecological  Consulting  Ltd.  and 
JNMacKenzie  Engineering  Ltd.,  with 
the  strategies  developed  in  consulta 
tion  with  Alberta  Environment,  the 


Fish  and  Wildlife  Division  of  Forestry, 
Lands  and  Wildlife,  the  Local  Advisory 
Committee  and  the  Municipal  District 
Fish  and  Wildlife  Subcommittee. 

"This  strategy  represents  one  of 
the  most  comprehensive  documents 
for  fisheries  mitigation  planning  in  Al- 
berta." says  Forestry.  Lands  and  Wild- 
life Minister  LeRoy  Fjordbotten.  "It 
provides  the  focus  for  implementing  an 
extensive  mitigation  plan  that  will 
specify  the  effort  required  to  meet  the 
objective  of  'no  net  loss  of  recreational 
fishing  opportunities'  . 

Mitigation  work  and  fisheries-re- 
lated studies  have  cost  more  than 
$450,000  over  the  past  three  years 
and  the  1988/89  program  will  require 
about  $600,000. 

"At  this  stage."  says  Environment 
Minister  Ken  Kowalski."  the  cost  of  the 
mitigation  program  is  estimated  at  up 
to  $4  million,  with  further  program  re- 
finements to  be  made  over  the  antici-

Gold  Seal  Mhm 
honors  work  of 
records  manager 

Mrs.  Norma  Dalton.  Director.  Cor- 
porate Records  Management,  is  the  re- 
cipient of  a  William  Olsten  Gold  Seal 
Award  for  excellence  in  records  man- 
agement programs.  The  award  recog- 
nizes Mrs.  Dalton  s  leadership  and  the 
diligent  efforts  of  her  staff  over  the 
past  five  years  in  modernizing  and 
streamlining  the  records  system  of  the 
departments  of  Energy  and  Forestry, 
Lands  and  Wildlife.  It  is  now  acknowl- 
edged that  the  two  departments  have 
one  of  the  most  progressive  records 
mangement  programs  in  government 
today. 

The  records  management  area  for 
the  then  Department  of  Energy  and 
Natural  Resources  was  in  the  infant 
stage  in  1977  when  Norma  Dalton 
joined  the  department. 

"It  was  an  endless  battle."  recalls 
Mrs.  Dalton. 'The  users  could  never  get 
the  files  they  required  because  we 
didn't  have  a  hope  of  keeping  control 
of  the  movement  of  files.  The  stalTwas 
worked  to  exhaustion  and  had  no 
credibility,  and  the  users  were  totally 
frustrated."  The  situation  was  so  bad 
that  some  users  referred  to  the  file 
room  as  "the  black  hole"  into  which 
files  disappeared.  Things  have  Im- 
proved greatly  since  those  dark  days. 

The  awards  are  named  after  the 
chairman  of  the  Olsten  Corporation 
and  are  supported  by  the  Association 
of  Records  Managers  ane  Administra- 
tors. In  1987  the  two  departments  re- 
ceived one  of  four  1987  Gold  Seal 
Awards  for  excellence  in  records  man- 
agement in  the  annual  William  Olsten 
Awards  competition,  which  judges  rec- 
ords management  across  the  United 
States  and  Canada.  The  awards  are 
named  after  the  chairman  of  the  Ol- 
sten Corporation.  In  1987.  there  were 
147  entries  in  the  competition. 

"I  think  it  should  clearly  be  a  de- 
partment award."  says  Mrs.  Dalton. 
"because  I  believe  the  departments  at 
all  levels  -  records  management  stall, 
users  and  senior  management  -  all 
played  an  important  part  in  the  suc- 
cess of  this  program." 

The  program  in  question  is  the 
Fileroom  On-Line  Information  Control 
(FROLIC)  system,  which  was  intro- 
duced in  1982.  This  micro-processor- 
based  system  looks  after  the  location 
and  control  of  about  450.000  hard- 
copy files,  using  37  terminals  (in  four 
buildings)  that  can  carry  out  key  word 
and  relevant  searches,  as  well  as 
cross-reference  by  subject.

Four  recognized  for  habitat  work 


The  first  four  landowners  to  com- 
mit portions  of  their  land  to  the  con- 
servation of  wildlife  habitat  under  the 
Landowner  Habitat  Project  were  hon- 
ored last  month  in  Red  Deer. 

Les  Cooke,  Assistant  Deputy  Min- 
ister of  the  Fish  and  Wildlife  Division, 
presented  landowner  habitat  signs  to 
the  four  at  the  conclusion  of  the  spring 
meeting  of  the  board  of  Wildlife  Habi- 
tat Canada  in  Red  Deer. 

Those  receiving  signs  were  Tom 
and  Marilyn  Coupland,  who  set  aside 
29.9  ha  of  prime  upland  habitat  along 
the  Red  Deer  River;  Jim  Potter,  who 
committed  65.6  ha  for  20  years;  and 
Gordon  and  Doris  Towers  and  Tom 
and  Margaret  Towers,  who  entered 
more  than  274  ha  in  the  habitat  pro- 
gram for  an  initial  10-year  term. 


The  Alberta  Forest  Service  has 
begun  development  of  a  management 
plan  for  the  Beehive  Natural  Area, 
located  in  the  Eastern  Slopes  about 
100  km  southwest  of  Calgary. 

Following  introductory  talks,  the 
AFS  met  in  May  with  others  involved 
in  the  natural  area,  the  Fish  and 
Wildlife  Division  and  the  two  volunteer 
stewards  -  Cowley  Forest  Products 
and  the  Alberta  Wilderness  Associa- 
tion. 

"Each  member  is  now  working  on 
input,"  says  Art  Peter,  Superintendent 
of  Bow/Crow  Forest.  "We've  got  good 
background  information  to  draw  on." 

The  Beehive  Natural  Area,  covering 
6,700  ha,  contains  old-growth  forests 
possibly  dating  back  1,000  years,  and 
provides  a  habitat  for  grizzly  bears,  as 
well  as  a  summer  range  for  elk  and 
lambing  sites  for  bighorn  sheep.  Rec- 
reational activities  include  fishing, 


The  Landowner  Habitat  Project  is 
a  three-year  pilot  initiative  designed  to 
encourage  private  landowners  to  re- 
tain and  manage  wildlife  habitats  on 
their  own  lands.  Incentives  are  avail- 
able for  landowners  who  protect  habi- 
tat and /or  manage  their  agricultural 
use  in  ways  which  benefit  wildlife. 

To  date,  78  landowners  have  en- 
rolled more  than  4,000  ha  of  wildlife 
habitat  in  this  project.  Operational 
costs  have  been  provided  by  Wildlife 
Habitat  Canada  (over  $264,000  to 
date) .  Incentives  are  provided  by  the 
Buck  for  Wildlife  Program,  with  more 
than  $675,000,  to  be  paid  over  the 
next  25  years,  committed  so  far.

hunting,  camping,  cross-country 
skiing  and  horseback  riding. 

The  main  goal  of  the  management 
plan  is  to  conserve  Beehive  features  in 
a  natural  state  for  public  appreciation 
and  education  and  low-intensity  rec- 
reation. As  the  site  is  in  the  province's 
Green  Area,  the  AFS  is  the  land  man- 
ager 

Mr.  Peter  says  that  development  of 
the  plan  will  address  such  issues  as 
how  to  fight  fires,  how  to  deal  with  in- 
sects if  they  become  a  problem,  the 
level  of  trail  development  to  be  al- 
lowed, and  whether  overnight  eques- 
trian camping  should  be  permitted. 

Once  initial  work  on  the  plan  is 
finished,  the  public  will  be  given  an 
opportunity  to  comment  and  make 
suggestions,  says  the  Bow/ Crow  Su- 
perintendent. He  expects  the  plan  to 
be  completed  late  this  year  -  "towards 
Christmas." 


Extra  oxygen 
means  relief 
for  Amisk  Lake 

Amisk  Lake,  a  popular  fishing  spot 
for  residents  of  the  Boyle  area,  about 
135  km  northeast  of  Edmonton,  has  a 
major  problem. 

Because  of  low  concentrations  of 
dissolved  oxygen,  the  year-round  pro- 
ductive habitat  for  yellow  perch, 
northern  pike  and  walleye  is  believed 
to  extend  to  water  depths  of  only  five 
metres  or  less  -  about  28  per  cent  of 
the  lake. 

In  an  attempt  to  expand  the  habi- 
tat, a  team  headed  by  University  of  Al- 
berta Zoology  Professor  Dr.  Ellie  Pre- 
pas  is  undertaking  a  five-year  project 
to  increase  dissolved  oxygen  levels 
through  application  of  liquid  oxygen. 

"It's  a  novel  technique  that  has  not 
been  attempted  before  in  Alberta." 
says  Dave  Borutski,  who  heads  the 
Fisheries  Habitat  Development  section 
of  the  Fish  and  Wildlife  Division. 

Initially,  the  aeration  work  will  be 
confined  to  the  north  basin  of  the  lake 
where  the  productive  fishery  habitat  - 
water  less  than  five  metres  deep  -  is 
estimated  at  59  ha,  or  25  per  cent  of 
the  basin  surface.  If  the  oxygen  injec- 
tions sufficiently  improve  conditions 
up  to  a  depth  of  10  metres,  the  maxi- 
mum depth  the  sport  fish  will  use,  an 
additional  66  ha  of  productive  habitat 
could  be  established. 

The  proposal  calls  for  two  90- day 
liquid  oxygen  treatments  in  both  1988 
and  1989,  with  one  90-day  treatment 
each  in  the  summers  of  1990.1991 
and  1992. 

Mr.  Borutski  says  the  project  pro- 
vides an  opportunity  to  refine  the 
aeration  technique  so  that  it  can  be 
used  on  shallower  lakes.  "It's  possible 
that  we  can  use  it  as  an  alternative  to 
the  traditional  method,  which  involves 
blowing  compressed  air  into  lakes." 

The  Alberta  Fish  and  Wildlife 
Trust  Fund  -  Buck  for  Wildlife  Pro- 
gram and  Alberta  Environment  are 
contributing  to  the  cost  of  the  project 
and  the  County  of  Athabasca  is  mak- 
ing the  necessary  road  improvements 
and  providing  a  pad  for  the  oxygen 
tank.  University  staff  and  graduate 
students  will  monitor  the  oxygen  ap- 
plication and  evaluate  results 


AFS  developing  natural  area  plan 


Summary  of  Big  Game  Regulations 
shows  major  changes  for  '88  season 


Important  changes  have  been 
made  in  the  1988  Summary  of  Big 
Game  Regulations,  which  is  now  avail- 
able at  Fish  and  Wildlife  offices  across 
the  province,  as  well  as  at  the  depart- 
ment's Information  Centres  in  Edmon- 
ton and  Calgary  and  other  outlets. 

Following  is  a  summary  of  some  of 
the  key  changes: 

Moose  -  The  Northern  Antlerless 
Moose  Licence  is  replaced  in  Big  Game 
Zones  2  and  3  with  an  authorization 
issued  by  draw  to  residents  only.  This 
change  was  made  to  improve  harvest 
distribution  and  to  obtain  better  con 
trol  over  the  number  of  animals  taken. 

Elk  -  The  five-point  restriction  on 
antlered  elk  in  Zones  4  and  5  is  re- 
placed by  a  six-point  restriction,  while 
the  antlered  elk  harvest  in  Zones  2.  3. 
6.  7  and  13  is  restricted  to  three-point 
elk  for  residents  and  six-point  for  all 
others.  The  goal  is  to  limit  the  number 
of  bulls  harvested. 

Hunters  will  be  permitted  to  hold 
only  one  elk  licence,  including  any 
special  licence.  Under  the  old  system 
of  general  licence  and  draw,  it  was 
possible  for  a  hunter  to  shoot  two  elk: 
now  only  one  can  be  taken. 

White-tailed  Deer  An  authoriza- 
tion is  now  required  to  hunt  antlerless 
white-tailed  deer  in  Zones  8,  9  and  10. 


The  authorization  will  be  issued  by 
draw  to  residents  only.  With  the  popu- 
lation of  white-tailed  deer  declining  in 
these  areas,  it  is  hoped  this  change 
will  provide  better  distribution  and 
control  of  the  harvest.  The  white-tailed 
deer  season  in  the  three  areas  will  be 
open  only  on  Thursday.  Friday  and 
Saturday  for  four  consecutive  weeks  in 
November. 

Mule  Deer  -  A  special  licence  sea 
son  replaces  the  authorization  season 
in  Zones  5  and  8  and  the  general  sea- 
son in  Zones  9  through  14,  with  the  li- 
cences issued  by  draw  to  residents 
only.  As  with  white-tailed  deer,  the 
mule  deer  season  in  Zones  8,  9  and  10 
will  be  only  on  Thursday.  Friday  and 
Saturday  for  lour  consecutive  weeks  in 
November.  This  reduction  in  the  num- 
ber of  hunting  days  -  from  22  to  12  -  is 
in  response  to  requests  from  landown- 
ers for  a  shorter  season. 

Antelope  -  A  two-week  archery- 
only  season  for  hunting  antelope  will 
be  opened  in  all  hunting  areas  prior  to 
the  rifle  seasons.  A  special  archery  li- 
cence will  be  issued  by  draw  to  resi- 
dents only. 

Mountain  Goat  -  In  an  effort  to 
increase  populations  of  mountain 
goats,  all  goat  seasons  will  be  closed  in 
1988. 


Elk:  han'est  limit 

Grizzly  Bear  -  All  tall  grizzly  bear 
seasons  will  be  closed  and  spring 
hunting  will  be  by  special  licences  is- 
sued by  draw  to  residents  only.  The 
fall  closure  is  aimed  at  reducing  the 
harvest,  while  the  draw  for  special  li- 
cences will  provide  more  control  over 
both  the  number  of  bears  harvested 
and  the  harvest  locations. 

One  of  the  changes  introduced 
this  year  applies  to  all  non-resident 
big  game  hunters-they  must  now  be 
accompanied  by  a  licensed  guide.  This 
measure  will  improve  opportunities  for 
Alberta  big  game  guides.  At  the  same 
time,  outfitters  and  guides  will  now 
require  an  Outfitter-Guide  Permit  to 
contract  for  the  provision  of  guiding 
services  to  big  game  hunters.  This  per- 
mit has  a  number  of  qualification  cri- 
teria designed  to  improve  the  big  game 
outfitting  and  guiding  industry

1989  conference  will  mark  25  years 
of  conservation  program  in  Alberta

Mrs.  Dalton  says  that  one  of  the 
biggest  challenges  facing  her  and  her 
staff  initially  was  to  gain  credibility  for 
records  management  by  improving 
service.  Once  this  was  achieved,  a  plan 
for  a  computerized  system  was  estab- 
lished in  1979  and  the  next  three 
years  were  filled  with  planning,  chang- 
ing the  paper  system  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  automation,  training 
staff  and  users,  and  determining  the 
needs  of  all  parties  involved.  During 
the  period,  senior  management  pro- 
vided guidelines  and  ensured  a  broad 
enough  approach  to  handle  future  ex- 
pansion and  other  changes. 

The  first  phase  in  implementing 
the  new  system  involved  replacing  759 
four-drawer  vertical  cabinets  with  292 
seven-tier,  open-shelf  sections,  thus 
saving  40  per  cent  of  total  space  and 
clearing  the  way  for  locating  all  files  on 
one  floor. 

Next,  the  files  were  color  coded  to 
provide  a  visual  aid  and  to  eliminate 
misfiling. 

Finally,  the  files  received  Optical 
Character  Reading  (OCR)  labels  so 
they  could  be  read  by  "wands"  at  the 
terminals  and  entered  into  a  computer 
database.  This  meant  the  files  could 
be  moved  freely  throughout  the  tow- 
ers, vising  the  database  for  location, 
with  control  being  updated  instanta- 
neously at  the  37  terminals. 

Mrs.  Dalton  emphasizes  the  sup- 
port she  received  along  the  way. 

"I  have  been  very  fortunate.  The 
department's  user  community  and 
senior  management,  along  with  all  of 
the  records  management  staff,  have 
been  never-ending  in  their  support  of 
this  records  management  program. 
That's  why  it  is  being  acclaimed  to- 
day." 

Even  before  the  Gold  Seal  Olsten 
Award  certificate  was  framed,  Mrs. 
Dalton  was  selected  for  another  role  in 
records  management.  A  provincial  gov- 
ernment committee  has  chosen 
FROLIC  as  the  system  to  be  used  in  all 
government  departments  and  has 
asked  Mrs.  Dalton  to  serve  as  a  con- 
sultant in  planning  and  implementing 
the  system. 


A  silver  anniversary  event  is  being 
planned  for  1989  to  mark  25  years  of 
conservation  hunter  education  in  Al- 
berta. 

"The  growing  significance  of  con- 
servation education  requires  that  it 
should  be  acknowledged,"  says  Tom 
Bateman,  Chief  Conservation  Educa- 
tion Co-ordinator.  "We  are  going  to 
honor  all  the  volunteers  who  have 
faithfully  worked  with  us  for  25  years 
or  a  portion  of  that  time.  They  have 
trained  in  excess  of  160,000  students 
and  taken  about  90,00  of  them  to  one 
of  our  three  outdoor  centres." 


Oldman,  Continued  from  Page  1 
pated  10-year  implementation  period." 

Three  specific  techniques  are  rec- 
ommended for  habitat  mitigation  up- 
stream of  the  reservoir: 

1.  In  fast,  shallow  runs,  the  chan- 
nel should  be  narrowed  and  ledge  me- 
anders provided  to  reduce  the  slope 
and  deepen  the  water.  Bank  overhang 
should  be  installed  at  pools. 

2.  The  channel  should  also  be 
narrowed  in  slow,  shallow  river  runs, 
with  riffles  and  boulder  gardens  added 
to  the  stream. 

3.  Boulder  gardens  should  be 
used  to  provide  instream  cover 
throughout  the  river  systems. 

Work  has  already  begun  on  the 
phased  approach  to  fisheries  mitiga- 
tion. 

Three  of  16  proposed  pilot  proj- 
ects for  fisheries  habitat  enhancement 
were  constructed  in  1987  in  what  is 
called  the  Intensive  Study  Area  and 
the  remainder  will  be  completed  this 
year.  These  projects  will  be  evaluated 
on  a  continuing  basis. 

Mr.  Kowalski  says  the  report  dem- 
onstrates how  effective  and  phased 
mitigation  planning  can  allow  a  major 
water  management  project  to  proceed 
hand  in  hand  with  environmental  pro- 
tection.

Alberta  Fish  and  Wildlife  will 
sponsor  a  conference  April  7-8  at  the 
Convention  Inn  in  Edmonton  and  it  is 
hoped  that  1,000  conservation  educa- 
tion volunteers  will  attend.  "We  will 
have  an  opportunity  to  pay  tribute  to 
them  and  all  they  have  accomplished." 
says  Mr.  Bateman,  "as  well  as  to  ex- 
plore the  future  direction  that  wildlife 
conserva tion  education  should  take." 

The  division's  work  in  hunter 
training  began  in  1 964  when  concern 
over  hunting  accidents  involving  fire- 
arms led  to  the  establishment  of  the 
Hunter  Safety  Program.  A  few  years 
later  a  conservation  element  was 
added. 

By  1981  the  program  was  called 
Alberta  Conservation  and  Hunter  Edu- 
cation and  about  that  time  the  division 
introduced  Project  Wild,  to  take  wild- 
life appreciation  into  the  classroom. 
This  year  a  Fishing  Education  Pro- 
gram was  added  and  a  Wildlife  Aware- 
ness Program  is  now  being  developed 
to  cover  all  species  valued  by  out- 
doorsmen  and  naturalists. 

"Fish  and  wildlife  conservation 
education  will  be  much  broader  in  fo- 
cus in  the  future"  says  Mr.  Bateman. 
"not  just  hunting- related  programs  as 
in  the  past." 

The  Conservation  Education  Co- 
ordinator hopes  that  the  1989  confer- 
ence, which  is  scheduled  to  coincide 
with  the  beginning  of  National  Wildlife 
Week,  will  be  just  one  of  many  activi- 
ties throughout  the  province  to  mark 
the  silver  anniversary  of  conservation 
education  in  Alberta.
